The Democrats Apt to Lose Both the 
Senate and House. 


Editorial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, October 25, 1880.—I have 
been,’ since the Inci.na election, through 
the States of New York, Consmecticut 
amd New Jersey. I have seen many of the 
leading men of both parties and used every 
effort to obtain the best possibie information 
about the condition of those three States and 
the probability of their vote next Tuesday. 
There isno doubt whatever that the Demo- 
crats feel again quite hopeful and con- 
fident. That feeling is not confined to the 
leaders, but shared by the masses. Everybody 
instinctively understands that in addition to 
the votes of the South, New York and New 
Jersey only three votes sre necessary to elect 
Hancock. Everybody, too, seems to instinct- 
ively understand that New York is the battle 
ground. Her thirty-five electoral votes will 
most likely decide the Presidency. The two 
cities of Bioorlyn and New York will] probably 
decide now the State will go and whether Gar- 
field or Hancook will receive these thirty-tive 
electoral votes, ifthere be a popular election 
atall. Thact‘*ift’’ will be considered hereafter, 


however. 
NEW YORK. 


Four years ago,as everybody knows,Mr. Til- 
den’s majority was 33,000 in the State. At 
that time the Republicans cast 55,000 votesin 
the city of New York. At that time the Repub- 
licans HAW A HAOMty outside o1 Brookiyn and 
the city of New York, in the interior of the 
State, of 36,000. But in that year the total 
revistration ot those two Cities was 50,000 less 
thanitisto-dvey. Right bere is a most impor- 
tant point. It is this increase of 50,000 addi- 
tional new votersin the two Democratic strong- 
holds of New York City end Brooklyn. Itis 
fair to assume that a majority of this increased 
vote must be Democratic, and if the ratio of 
1876 be maintained the Democratic majority 
could not be Jess than 60,000 in New York City 
and 20,000in Brookiyn. The best caiculations 
assume that of the 217,000 votes registeredin 
the city of New York 200,000 will be cast, of 
which number the Republicans may get 70,000 
and the Democrats 130,00U. This already al- 
lows the Republicans 12,000 votes more than 
they had in 1876, wen Hayes received 58,000 
votes, the highest number ever 
cast for any Republican. In Brooklyn 
the registration bas increased from 98,000 to 
114,000. Itis perfectiy reas onable to believe 
thatthe Democratic majority will increase 
from 16,000in’76 to 20,000 for Hancock. 
This-would make a majority of 80,000 in the 
two cities of Brooklyn and New York, which 
the Republicans would bave to overcome in 
the interior of the State, Conégidering that 
Hayes’ majority in the interior of the State 
was only 36,000, this seems hardly possible. 
Even if the majority ot Hayes in the 
interior of 36,000 should be doubled, 
a gain of a hundred _. per cent in 
the Republican counties, it would seem that 
the Democrats would still have a margin of 
8,000 votes. The Republicans on the other 
hand do not concede more than 70 ,000 Demo- 
cratic majority in Brooklyn and New York,and 
claim such heavy gains inthe interior of the 
State as will overcowethis. They base their 
calculationslargely upon the fact tnat last 
vear they succeeded in electing nearly their 
entire State ticket, upon which both factions 
were upited, beating Clarkson Potter for 
Lieutenant-Governor in spite of the 
64,000 msjority which he had in Brooklyn 
and New York. They further claim that since 
thattimethey have made geins and thatin 
this contest the tariff issue givesthem an un- 
precedentedly large number of Democratic ac- 
cessions from the factories and manufacturing 
establishments. Tkere is, no donbt, some 
truth in this claim, for the manufacturies and 
large money interests are probably more ac- 
tive on behalf of the Republican ticket than in 
any previous-election, andthousands of poor 
workingmen wil] probably vote for the Repub- 
lican candidates under the fearof incurring 
the displeasure of their employers, Or risking 
a reduction-of their wages, as they are threat- 
ened in the event of Hancock’s election. In 
the Democratic State Committee the greatest 
hopetuiness and confidence exists. Mr. Fow- 
ler, the chairman, claims the State by not less 
than 40,000. He will listen to nothing less. 
Many other leading Democrats feel equaily 
certuin that the State will ga for Hancock, and 
itis significuvt that the highest claims made 
by the Republican managers don’t put the 
Republican n.ajority at more than from 15,000 
to 20,000, which is not a very large majority 
out of an sggregate of the 1,200,000. My 
own opinion is that New York to-day is doubt- 
ful and that the vote will be very close, per- 
haps notamore than trom 5,000 to 10,000 either 
way. Ifthe Democrats lose the State it will be 
soley on account of the tariff issue and per- 
baps also on sccount of the weak manage- 
ment of theig canvass. Thereis no question 
on that score. The Republican canvass 
is inanaged with infinitely more 
skill, energy, vigor and ability. 
[he Democratic canvass is distinguished 
by none of these qualities. Yet all through 
the interior ot the State, from Dunkirk and 
Buffaloto New York City, everywhere the 
Democrats are hopetul,end though the leader- 
ship ts Geficient,tbe energy and activity of the 
rank and file is remarkabie. At Buffalo, 


‘wherel spoke to a large meoting, people as- 


sured me that two days after the Indiana elec- 
tion the Democrats had the largest, the mo3t | 


enthusiastic and unparalleled display and 
procession and demonstration ever known 
in that city. Men of the 
very bighest charaeter marched for miles in 
the paradé bearing torches, etc. At Rochester, 
where I algo spoke to a very large meeting, I 
saw with my own eyes a procession longer than 
any Ihave ever seen in St. Louis, and the 
most remarkable feature about it was the char- 
acter of the participants. li never saw a finer 
body of men, most of them evidently belong- 
ing to the better classes of society, elegantly 


aressed, evidently men of means and educa. 
tion, Carrying torches and shouting for Han- 
cock, murching through the streets %ill mid- 
night. The hopefulness, buoyancy and 
determined fighting qualities of the Democ- 
racy in the face ot the terrible disappointment 
and defeat in Indiana are certuinly remarkable. 
The same personal experience could be told of 
Aibany and other places in New York. The 
State is ablaze and the Democracy will make a 
manly, heroic fignt, po matter what the result 
may be on the 2d of November. 

One thing is certain, ifthe Republicans didn’t 
feel confident of carrying the State upon a pop- 
ular vote they woulda certainly call the Legis- 
lature together and bag the electoral vote in 
that way. Possibly they may do that yet if the 
leaders conclude, on the eve of battle, that 
they are not strong enough to risk a popular 


verdict. 
NEW JERSEY. 


New Jerscy will give her electoral vote for 
Hancoek, though perhaps only by a small ma- 
jority.; The Legislature is lost. The Repubilt- 
cans will carry that owing to the gerryman- 
der; but Senator Randolph and ail the other 
leading Democrats of the State are perfectly 
confident of carrying it for Hancock. The 
only thing that may defeat Hancock in New 
Jersey is again the tariff scare. 

CONNECTICUT. 

Connecticut is close, with the chances in ta- 
vor of the Republicans. 
be large. 
publicans will carry the State, as Connecticut. 
is 80 largely a manufacturing State, and bus 
notorionsly a large purchasabie vete whieh 
the Republicans can buy ifthey need it. 

MAINE, 

Mame is the otber and last doubtful State in 
the East. The Democrats are quite sanguine 
ofthe sncces3 ofthe Fusion electoral] ticket, 
while the Republicans are equally confident of 
carryivg the State for Garfield. The vote will 
be sO’close that no prediction can be made,

in the extreme West. In Virginia 
the Readjusiers, under the lead of Mahone, 
may defeat thé, regular Democratic’ ticket, 
buteven in that case most of the Mahone 
electors, it not all, would vote tor Hancock, 
as they are pledged to bin. 

FLORIDA. 

Florida has received a large Northern im- 
migration since ’76. Tilden’s majority ia 
that yeur, though clear and beyond question, 
was less than 1,000. So it will be seen 
thére is room for doubt in this State. 

#@. CALIFORNIA. 

In California Tilden wus only beaten by 2.800 
votes four years ago, but since thac time the 
Workingmen’s movement nearly broke up the 
Democratic party. If the Democrats carry the 
State at ull it will be largely on account of the 
return of the workingmen to their oldal- 
legiance and the Chinese letter of Garfield’s; 
but 1¢ is to be remembered that in Cali- 
tornia, more perhaps than in 
other State, the power of the corporations and 
monopoliesis enormous and is actively and 
unitedly wielded for Garfield. Nearly all the 
newspapers, forinstance, of San Francisco, 
nearly all the great newspapers of the Pacific 
Coast are Republican, and the Democrats, 
fighting against the entire money power and 
the entire prese, have great odds against them. 

NEVADA. 

In Nevadathe only chance for Democratic 
success exists in the Senatorial asprra- 
tions of Jim Fair, one of the 
bonanza kings. An election in Nevada 
means of course nothing but a purchase. Itis 
possible that Fair may buy the State and it is 
possible that Sharon may outbid him both in 
money and in skill. It is a question of no prin- 
ciple or conviction, simply one of cash. It i3 al- 
ways safe to assume that in a contest of 
this sort the Repubiicanshavethe advantage. 

REVIEW OF THB PROBABILITIES. 

If there is anything clear it isthatali those 
four Statesof New York, Mew Jeisey, Con- 
necticut and Maine are mere or less doubtful. 
It is possibie that either party may carry all of 
these four States, though not probable. For 
myself 1 look for a very close vote in all of 
them. A few hundred votes will probably de- 
cide Connecticut and Maine, anda few thou- 
sand the result in New Jersey 
and New York. I should not 
be surprised ifthe aggregate majorities fn all 
these four Eastern States would be less than 
10,000. Connecticut always has been a close 
*tate. Maine both last year ana this year gave 
oriy amajority of about 1,000. Clarkson 
Potter was beaten last year for Lientenant 
Governor of New York only by about 300 votes 
and if the Democrats carry New Jersey by 5,000 
they will have acbieved a great victory; ana if 
the Republicans carry it by as many 
bundreds they will have won 
one still greater. New York 
is the pivotal point. Without its thirty-five 
votes General Hancock has, of course, no 
chance whatever. Even with it he is only a 
possibility, as he will have to carry New 
Jersey, the Solid South and three votes be- 
sides. Butas has already been stated, the 
Republicans will not hesitate to bag the thirty- 
five electoral votes by calling the Legislature 
together atthe very Jast hour, if they have 
any doubt at all about carrying the State before 
the people. So that while General Hancock is 
a possibility, Garfield is a probability. 

THE SENATE AND HOUSE. 

Nor is this the worst. Even if the Democrats 
carry the electoral vote ot New York and New 
Jersey, they are sure to lose two United States 
Senators from those States. Thereis no pos- 
sible auestion on this score. The districts are 
go gerrymandered that if the Democrats carry 
New York by 4U,000 and New Jersey by 10,000, 
the Republicans would still have the L2gisla- 
tures. The same applies to Connecticut. This 
means that the Democrats will lose the seats 
in the United States Senate now 
occupied by Mr. Eaton of Connecticut, Kernan 
ot New York and Randolph of New Jersey. Of 
course Mr. Wallace of Pennsylvania is doomed 
to deteat, and, having alreaay lost Mr. Thur- 
man’s seat for Ohio and Mr. McDonald’s for 
Indiana, the Democrats are apt to lose con- 
trol ofthe Senate. The casting vote of tne 
Vice-President would give the Republicans a 
majority of one even if Mahone of Virginia and 
Davis of Dlinois are ciassed among the Demo- 
crate. Butitis well known that if Garfield is 
elected Mabone will act with the Repuviicans, 
so that it seems more than probable that the 
Republicans will contro] the next Senate. As

aA BRUIMSA TAR. 


Death of a Sailer Who Fought at Tra- 
falgar audin the War of 1812. 
from the London Telegraph, Oct. 11. 

‘*‘Death,’’ says Smoliett, ‘*isthe chief re- 
membrancer of the actions done in the flesh 
by the men whom the grim sergeant over: 
takes,’? and we are reminded by the demise of 
ab oid tar,who expireda few days since at Mon- 
trose, ibe Scottish burg and seaport of which 
Joseph Hume was so long the Parliamentary 
representative, that there still linger among 
us a few survivors who heard the roar of can- 
non at Trafalgar and took part in some of the 
dcsperate sea-fights between British aud 
Awerican frigatesin the unhappy war of 
1812 between this country and the United 
States. On the 7th of January, 1786,a child 
was born at Ferryden, near Montrose, James 
Coull by name, who started life as a 
eahbin boy, at the early ave of six years, in 
one of the Scottish fishing vessels, plying his 
eraft off the Kincardineshire coast. The 
lad, born of parents immersed in the deepest 
poverty, was indentured a3 an apprentice on 
board the brig Concord, of Montrose, in 
which he found his way to Copenhagen, 
when, ia 1801, Nelsun was lying off that port, 
which he shortly proceeded to  borabard. 
The Centaur, a seyenty-four gun ship, com- 
manded by Capt. Broughton, was under Nel- 
sop’s orders at Copenhagen io 1801, and again 
at Trafalgar in 1805, andgin both of those 
glorious actions James Coull worthily bore 
his part among the Centaur’s crew. But the 
most notable engagement at which he assisted 
was the short, sharp and decisive action 
fought cff Boston Harbor on tee Ist of June, 
1815, between the United States frigate 
Chesapeake, commanéed by Capt. Lawramce, 
and tle British frigate Shannon, commandeu 
by Captain, afterwards Sire Philip Vere 
Broke. The Shannon and the Chesapeake 
were regarded as typical vessels of their re- 
spective fleets at the time when their memor- 
able encounter took piace. and even to this 
hour their names, When mentioned on board 
a British man of-war, *‘stirthe blood likes 
trumpet,’’ and recallin some measure the 
feelings of exultation with which the almest 
solitary triumph ofan English ship in the 
Aweticap war of 1812 was bailed on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

The tirst few naval actions fought between 
British and American ships, in i812, may 
tairly be said to bave electrified the country. 
Again and again duels were fought at sea, in 
exch of which the British Union Jack was 
hauled down in token of defeat, and replaced 
by thesaucy “Stars and Stripes,” a flag which 
cur seamen had never seen before. (hus it 
came to pass that, in the August of 1812, the 
British frigate Guerriere, commanded by 
Captin Dacres, was compelled to strike her 
colors to the United States frigate Constitu- 
tion, commanded by Captain Hull; and the 
consequent mortification of Englishmen at 
bome was but slightly assuaged when it was 
known that their vessel carried only forty-six 
smell guns in opposition to fifty-six guns of 
larger caliber on board the American cham- 
pion. In the following October the Frolic 
and the Macedonian struck to the American 
ships Wasp and United states. and the 
vear c’osed disastrousiy for our arms 
with the tremendous conrtiict between the 
Java andourold enemy the Constitution, 
which ended, after an obstinate strugyie, in 
the capture of the former. The new year 
epened as inaugpiciously as its predecessor 
tad concluded, seeing that,on the 26:h of 
February, the British sloop Peacsck was dis- 
abled and sunk by the American H>raet. 
Among those who chafecd under the strange 
and novel sensation of Briu:h inferioritv ap- 
on Engiand’s own element, Captain Pailip 
Eroke, of the Shannon, was by no means the 
Jeast conspicuous. It had long been his 
ambition to make his ship distinguished for 
the exceijence and smartness of ber crew, 
and, untike most Britisb naval oftizers of 
those days, he resolved to enforce discipline 
by winning the affections of his sailors. 
When the Shannon was first fitted, in 1806, 
Captain Broke bad her guns taid under his 
own’ directions, aad nothing which eould 
conduce to their efliciency escaped his notice. 

sy constant training. the men were taught 
to manage and work the gums properly, 
and were frequently practiced by iiring at 
marks. The guns themselves, with sponges, 
rammers and all other accessories in readi- 
bess, were accounted by Captain Broke to be 
the brightest ornaments of the Shannon’s 
decks, and at a moment when most other war 
ships of Great Britain, trading upon the glori- 
ous memories of Trafalgar, were in a desper- 
ate state of inefliciency, the Americrn War 
broke out. Theships of the great Republic 
were, to a large extent, manned by British 
runaway sailors, who, smarting under the 
tyranny of discipline esforced by aristocrats, 
were only toe glad to transfer themselves toa 
service where they were treated with distinc- 
tion and regarded as instructors. ‘*The chief 
credit due tothe Americans,” says Mr. James, 
‘tn the naval conduct of tbe last war is for 
the high state of preparation in which their 
war ships were turned oui at its commence- 
ment, especially when compared with the gen- 
erality of our own atthe same period.” Stung 
by the bumiliations and reverses inflicted up- 
on his native country, Captain Broke drew 
near tothe mouth of Boston Harbor in the 
early summer of 1815. The most formidable 
cruisers that carried the Stars and Stripes 
were in the habit of issuing from this port, 
and some of the best American ships—as, for 
instance, the Constitution—had been built in 
the vards at Boston and Marblehead. 

Captain Broke bad not been lying long in 
the Shannon off Boston lighthouse before he 


_ became aware that one of the fimest American 


frigates, the Chesapeake, was getting ready 
for seainthe harbor. The English Captain 
aid not blind himself to the factthatthe an- 
tegonist, whom be hoped to encounter, was 
more tban a match for his own vessel and 
crew. Shortly before the action which made 

1c two ships so famous, Cuptain Broke ad- 
ones aletterto Captain Lawrence, invit- 
ing bim ‘*to try the fortunes of their respect- 
ive flags,’’ and bidding him to come forth to 
the combat. The American Captain—as gal- 
lant an officer as ever paced the quarter deck 


_—had no desire to baulk the wishes of his op- 


onent, and shortly after noon on the ist of 

une, 1813, Captain Broke descried from his 
own wasthead that the Chesapeake was pre- 
paring to come out ofthe harbor. The two 
ships were about equal in size, but the Ches- 
apeake carried by farthe heavier armament 
and bad a complement of over four hundre 
men, against three hundred and thir- 
tyon board the Shannon. The Americaa 
frigate bore down upon her adversary in 
very handsome fashion, and at half-past 5 
inthe evening bauled upon the starboard 
side of the Shannon, wbich was steered by the 
veteran sailor, James Coull, who has just 
breatbed his last inScotland. The battle be- 
gan exactly at a quarter to6o0’clock, andin 
fifteen minutes the Union Jack was flying 
above the Stars and Stripes at the mainmast 
ofthe Chesapeake. After exchanging two 
or three broadsides, the two ships got locked 
together, and Captain Broke, perceiv- 
tug that his enemy’s men were filnching from 
their cuns, called upon bis boarders to fol- 
low him as be Jeapt upon the Chesapeake’s 
deck. Ina couple of minutes the enemy 
were driven from every post, and aljthough 
the firing was maintained for awhile by the 
Americans from below, the battle was over. 
Captain Broke was himself knocked down by 
the butt-end of a musket, and was almost 
scalped by the wound; and his First Lieut., 
Mr. Watt,was shot dead in the act of hoisting 
the Brittsh colors: but on board the Chessa- 
4yeake the slonghter was mich heavier. Can-

expectation of seeing the British vessel 
brought into Boston Harbor with the United 
States flag fiving above the detested Union 
Jack. The disappointment with which the 
result of the action was received at Boston 
still lives in the memory of the few survivors 
who were alive when it was foucht, and in 
England the name and fame of Captain Broke, 
as modestin the moment of victory as he was 
free from arrogance in anticivating it, were 
toasted by the associates of Nelson and Col- 
lingwood. In fact, among the glorious doeds 
enacted by British ships thereis none more 
wortby of enduring reputation than the tri- 
‘ umph by which the “ey commander of 

the Shannon arrested the tide of victory 
gained by American sbips during that brief 
and eventful war which showed that ‘‘the 
mistress of the seas” had at length found an 
antagonist more worthy of her steei than the 
Frenchmen and Spaniards whom she had 
crushed at Trafalgar. 


SARA BERNHARDT. 


A Much Puffed and Greatly Ovorgpti- 
mated Actress. 
From a Paris Letter. 


On the occasion of her first appearance in 
the new play. I was informed, on applying 
at the box -oftice of the theater, that the seats 
for the first performance were reserved four 
the critics ea! but that by watching 
the papers I could see the second evening ad- 
vertised, and that by cbming early I could 
secure the bestseats. They were obliged to 
advertise on the morping preceding the even- 
ing she would appear, as, being very caprici- 
Ours, she played only when she felt so inclined. 
The theater had acompany in reserve to play 
the nights when she wou!d not. 

The morniog fo'lowing the first represen- 
tation, it was announced that Mile. Bernhardt 
bad broken her contract and retused to play 
again, because the critics instead of praising 
had condemned her, towhich she would not 
submit. 

Being desirous of seeing her, and learning 
that she was to appear at the Gaiety in Lon- 
con, I resoived to goto Lonaon. I procured 
tickets for ‘‘Adrienne Lecouvreur,”’ in which 
she was to make her debut in New York. We 
were bitterivy diszppointed in her. She can 
not be favorably compared with Mme. Mod- 
jesku in the same role. She is not pretty,her 
only attractions being her sweet and melodi- 
ous voice and beautiful hair. She has a Jew- 
ish cast offeatures; she isangular and thin 
toemaciation. Upon this she seems to pride 
herself, and dressesina manner to intensify 
it, wearing ill-fitting and clinging gar- 
ments, wide, flowing sieeves, and immense 
ruches, called the “*Bernhardt,’’? now the 
ragein Paris. 

She **makes up’’ in an unbecoming and in- 
artistic style, paints her eyes effectively, but 
spoils this by rouging the upper lips, also 
her cheeks from directly under the eyes to 
her verv neck. 

Her elocution is fine, but her art shows 
schooling rather than genius. To be a true 
artiste one must feel the character one im- 
personates, and this Mile. Bernhardt utterly 
failstodo. She seems cold, and at times 
mechanical. Sheis ever Sawah Bernhardt, 
never forgetting self, and acting not for art, 
but rather for the applause of her audience. 
She only approaches greatness in the two last 
acts—in the scene with the princess, when 
both discover they havethe same lover and 
are rivals, and in the death scene. She can- 
not arouse one to enthusiasm, nor move one 
to sympathy. One remembers alwaysit isa 
part she is acting, as she never loses her iden- 
lily for one moment, which becomes pain- 
fully monotonous. 

Her extensive advertising has given her 
the fame to which she ts not justly entitled, 
and which she has not earned by her talencs 
us an actres:, butby her eccentricities, her 
private life, oer reputed genius 1s a sculp- 
tress an‘ aitiste. At the Salon lsaw a speci- 
men of her skillin the last named art, a paint- 
ing calicd “Death and the Young Girl.’? Tia 
background represented a room covered 
with pink well paper: at the front standsa 
mcst unaitractive figure, dressed in the style 
of our grandmothers, with askeleton in white, 
fowicg drapery peering over her shoulder. 
Jt isa most wretched attempt, a mere daub, 
and wou:d not have found hanging room any- 
where were it not fortbe name atached to 
it. If Mile. Bernhardt succeeds in America 
it will be & surprise to those who know how 

critical a New York audience is, and that they 
appreciate those who possess genuine talent, 
and not dramatic “shams.”

{ is not mere sentimentalism that pleads 
in favor of the most merciful form of death 
being adopted in the case of slaughtering of 
animals intended for human consumption.

surreptitiously the flamboyant tail of his arch 
enemy, the cat, when it came within reach of 
his cage, went at this sight imto an ecstacy of 
terror, which could not be appeased until the 

uncanny objects were removed. What in- 
stinct caused this strange demonstration in 
the presence of death shown in one of its own 
race, albeit of so different a species, is not to 
be guessed. Much food for reflection and 
speculation is, however, afforded.

Finding of s Mime Once Worked by thp | t 


On last Sunday, Monday ahd Tuesday a Be-* 


vere wstorm raged in the mountains, 
yetedine to the valley below. The prospec: 
tors in the range, who were out of sight of 
their camp, were forced to seek shelter in 
the canons and under the large ledges of 
rock, it being impossible to follow guides to 
any designated point, all traces of paths be- 
ing entirely obliterated. 

S. J. Harkmap, E. R. Oliverand H.A. 
Melton were prospecting in the Sangre de 
Cristorange, on the San Luis side, about two 
mics north of what is known as Dead Man’s 
Camp, on Sunday aftersoon, whea the storm 
came upon them inallits fury, rendering it 
dangeious to travel. Being near a deep 
cancn, they sought shelter from the wind by 
entering. Not far from where they stood, 
on the same side, they noticed an opening, 
anu concluded to make an examination. 
Drawing near, by feeling around they found 
that there was quite a lung tunnel, though 
not very deep. They determined to ente:, 
ard proceeded to gather dry pine for 
torches. After fetting@ A 
quantity they entered on hands and 
knees,in single file. ln this position they 
crawied for ten or twelve feet, when they en- 
tered into a large chamber, where they could 
easily stana upright. This chamber enlarged 
for twenty fcet, where they reached what 
seemed to be a second passage, when, a3 ba- 
fore, the walls closed, and it became neces- 
sary for them toproceed in single file. The 
second passage was not over ten feetin length, 
when they emerged into a somewhat deeper 
and much larger chamber, the walls widen- 
ing to such an extent that in order to tell the 
size of the roomit was necessary to follow 
them up from either sidé of the entrance. 
About ten feet tothe right Mr. Oliver, wao 
was in advance, struck his foot against some- 
thing that moved very easily, and, thinking 
it stvange, lowered his light, aud to his hor- 
ror found a buman skull. A fire was then 
kindled on the floor out of extra fuel, in order 
to get a better view of the floorand surround- 
ings. Not far offlay four other human skulls. 
Not being :atisfied with this discovery, the 
retraced their steps, and, obtaining fres 
fuel, re-entered, determined to know the 
secrets of the cave, Returning to their fire, 
which was still burning, they lighted new 
torches and continued their exploratior. 
About twenty feet tothe left, and near the 
western wall, another skull and bones were 
found. There was no trace of any tool, knife, 
or gun—nothing but the half decayed bones. 
The cuve extended tothe north, and, as in 
the previous chamber, contracted somewhat, 
leaving aputher narrow passage. This pas- 
sage, unlike the other, however, Was much 
longer, and by no means as narrow, 
it leading them into a smaller 
chamber, the walls of which were very irreg- 
ular, baving lerge projecting rocks resem- 
bling in some places the shelving in a stoce- 
room. Ontbe western side of this chamber, 
near the north eud, one of these shelves ex- 
tended to a considerable width from the wall, 
about ten inches from the floor. Mr. Melton, 
who was examiniog this particular spot out 
of idle curiosity, lowered his light and stoop- 
ing down iooked under the ledge, and notic- 
ing what appeared to be peculiar-shaped 
stones, concluded to draw them out, when to 
his amazement he found them heavy enough 
to require his entire strength to remove 
them. He pulled them out, however, and 
called his companions, who were examining 
the opposite sideof the room. ‘hey were not 
jong in discovering that he had found three 
gold vars that bave since proved to be worta 
about $900.

Accordingly, onthe 4th inst.,at noon, they 
each par'ook ofa littis milk, about a pint, 
and for five days neither of them took any 
nourishment, each taking turnsin praying, 
which was almost continuous during their 
waking hours. At theend ofthis time the 
food for tbe infant, which Mrs. Smith was 
nursing all this time, failed, and under di- 
vine instruction, as she says,she resumed ma- 
terial sustenance. 

The girl continued failing until the evening 
of the 14th inst.—ten days. She became so 
reduced as to faint with every effort, and a 
little nourishment was given her, but there 
seems to have been little effort made to re- 
store heruntil Saturday evening, when Dr. 
J. E. Hamill was called. The patient was 
found in a dying condition and soon expired. 
Some time previous she was in delicate health, 
but at the commencement of this famatical ex- 
perience was fullv restored and was the per- 
sonification of Realth. Once each day she 
carefully wiped out her mouth with a damp 
cloth, and twice during her long fast she 
washed her mouth with water. On one of 
these occasions she accidentaflv swallowed a 
singie drop, and for this sin she atoned by 
praying eighteen consecztive hours. When 
she became so weak that she could not get on 
her knees, her mother instructed her that 
prayer was just as effectual while sitting in a 
chair or lving in bed, and in these conditions 
it was continued until her physical strength 
could hold out no longer.

The Population of the World.

The present population of the entire globe 
may be estimated at 1,455,000,000. This is a 
figure almost beyond the grasp of persons who 
are not very conversant with arithmetical cal- 
culations. Suffice it to say that the popula- 
tion of London, taken in its widest sense, is 
4,000,000, and that, consequentiy, the waole 
world contains only 364 times as many persons 
as the metropolis of the Briush Empire. If 
the numbers are arranged in the order of the 
yreat divisions of the globe, Asia, with its 
&34,000,000 of inhabitants, stands first on the 
list, followed by Europe with lessthan half as 
many, Viz.: 315,000,000; Africa has 205,000,- 
000 and America only 95,000,000..while Aus- 
tralia and Polynesia contain 4,000,000 and the 
polar regions only 82,000. These numbers 
added together, with the fractions we have 
omitted. give thejgrand total! of 1,455,900, 000. 
If we irquire into the population of the dif- 
ferent countries of Europe, we find that 
Great Britain and Lreland, with its 34,000,000, 
is by no means the most popalonss for Ger- 
many 1s estimated at 44,000,000, Austria- 
Hungary at 38,000,000, and France at 36,000,- 
000. Among the smaller kingaoms Denmark 
has about half the pepulation of London, 
namely, only a few thousand over 2,000,000; 
Switzerland has 500,000 more; Belgium, one 
of the dersest populated kingdoms. has

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A BOY’S PERILOUS ESCAPE. 


Risking Death to Gain Liberty—A 
Wonderfui Feat. 

New York Correspondence Philadelphia Times. 

Sergeant McCoombes, who is in command 
of the prison for witnesses, or what is known 
as the House of Detention, reported to Super- 
intendent Walling this morning the extraor- 
dinary escape of one of his inmates, the par- 
ticulars of which smack of the veritable 
‘‘Juck Sheppard.’’ William Rooney, a lad 
but twelve years of age, was confined in the 
above institution on the 14th instant as a wit- 
ness against one Timcthy Sammons, who is 
eharged with burgiary and is awaiting trial. 
The little fellow is pupored to be & damaging 
wiitess, Aud it 4a the Sti? of the polics Laat 
the burglars, friends have assisted the lad in 
getting away. Rooney was missed from his 
cell at about seven o’clock last evening by the 
the doorman, whoin making tbe usual round 
discovered his absence. A search was im- 
mediately instituted, but no trace of the fu- 
gitive could be found. Aninvestigation was 
then begun by Sergeant McCoombes, whohad 
been notified of the escape, but he could find 
no solution of the mystery. Tbhebara on the 
windows in the room of youvg Rooney were 
secure, a8 was thought to be every nook and 
corner of the building, but stillthe lad was 
gore. Superimtendent Walling was then 
sent for and asked to solve the probiem. The 
doorman claimed tohave been faithfully at 
his post and could swear that no one had pass- 
edbim. The other keepers likewise attested 
to the faithful discharceof their duties, and 
tbus the case stood, and would, perhaps, still 
remain a mystery bad not one of the lad’s fel- 
low-prisoners related the mode of escape to 
Superintendent Walling this morning. A 
small yard, about twenty-five feet square, 
separates the frontfrom the rear prison and 
is used betbe inmates for exercise. A high 
wal), reacbing fully twenty feet, guards the 
prisoners’ escape, and onthis wall is a high 
picket fence, with sharp, protrudiog rods. 
Tolook atit one would think it a matter of 
impossibility to scale this high guard, but it is 
claimed by the informant, John Myers, that 
this is the way Rooney got away. The former 
says that Rooney climbed on the closets in tne 
yard, reached a shutter on the rear buildimg 
and from there jumped to the railing, risking 
the danger of missing his grip and dashing 
his brains out against the hard flagging. Once 
firmly onthe rziling he began the perilous 
feat of scaling the sharp ana pointed guard 
rai), and. reaching the other side, slid slowly 
down until the wail was reached, from which 
he leaped tu the ground on the other side. 
Once here his road was clear and he passed 
out through a hallway tothestreet and dis- 
appeared. fergeant McUCoombes 1s of the 
opinion that Rooney must have had some as- 
sistance from some one inside the prison, as it 
was almost a matter of impossibility for him 
to get away in the manner described without 
aid. Afurtherinvestigation will be made 
and in the meantimethe police are actively 
on the track of the vouthful jail-breaker.

Saturn’s Rings. 
From the Providenee Journal. 


We had a view of Saturna few evenings 
since through the fine telescope in Mr. Sea- 
grave’s private observatory, that will long be 
remembered for its exceeding beauty. ‘The 
night is rarely favorable for star-gazing, the 
definition perfect and the atmosphere serene. 
The picture is one of surpassing loveliness, 
the most superb telescopic scene in the hea- 
vens. Theorb is resplendent in coloring, 
blueish at the poles, vale yellow elsewhere, 
erossed by two creamy central belts, and 
flecked with spots that suggest light scuading 
clouds. There isno appearance of a flattened 
disc, but the rounded outlines of a sphere, 
seeming about the size of the full moon, 
stand out m iobold relief against the 
azure blackness of the sky. Around this 
softly glowing centerextend the wondrous 
rings, opening wide their encircling arms 
and cradling the planet in their protecting 
embrace. very detail of the complex rin 
system is ew defined and vividly painte 
on the celestial canvas. The outer and in- 
ner rings, the dusky ring, the space between 
the outer and inner ring and even the divis- 
ion inthe outer ring are plainly visible, 
while six of the eight moons dot the dark sky 
with points of golden glow. The six moons 
we see—one of them is larger than Mercury— 
circle around their primary within an ex- 
treme span of four million miles. The beau- 
tiful rings lie within the path of the nearest 
moon and span a space of about one hundred 
and seventy-six thousand miles. The narrow, 
dark space between the inner and outer rings 
is seventeen hundred miles broad and the 
dusky or third ring extends nine thousand 
miles within the inner or second ring.

TRADE IN TUSKS. 


Interesting Features of the African 
Ivory (rade. 
African Cor. New York Tribune. 


In the ivory trade two kinds of tusks are 
found, called *‘live’’ and *‘dead.*? As frr as 
utility and value are concerned, there is but 
little difference between them, though the 
shrewd iraderé, in buying, always enceavor 
to magnify this, and séctire a ‘*dead’’ ivory 
at a{much lower figure. Thosé tusks, hy 
weighing under twenty pounds are Ca led 
‘*scrivelers,’”’ and, in proportion to their size, 
are a great deal cheaper than those of greater 
weight. ‘“Sovivelers” . and tusks are both 
called ‘‘live” and ‘**dead,?’ and about three- 
fourths of allthe ivory boughtis ‘‘dead.” 
The pieces thus denominated are found by 
the natives in places where the elephant re- 
sorts, but without other bones. All theinfor- 
mation We can obtain in regard to these ani- 
mals must be derived from tne natives, for 
they are very scarce in the vicinity of the 
coast, and the tusks are brought from a great 
distance. They inform us that the elephants 
do shed their tusks, and that all the dead 
ivory falls froma living elephant, though 
when or under what circumstances 
this comes to pass is not known. 
Some twenty miles above Kangwe mission 
station, in the Ogowe, there is a small island 
in the middie of the river, not more than 
one and one-half acresin area. Here is a 
trading-house which buys some two tons of 
ivory per month. In my bi-moathly boat 
journeysto the Mbilambila Bible-readers’ 
station, this is my stopping- place for the first 
night. On my last visit Mrs. B. accompan- 
ied me, and after breakfast next morning our 
host, Mr. Ermey, a mulatto, native of Bos- 
ton, told us many interesting incidents con- 
nected with the ivory trade. ‘*Talking an 
ivory’’ generally occupies one and sometimes 
twodays. For instance, a large tusk is 
brought in a canoe and offered for sale. There 
is aregularly established price per pound. 
The ivory is at once weigbed and the pay- 
mentsin goods thrown over the counter. 
This is called an ivory ‘*bundle,’’ and con- 
sists of about the following articles for a tusk 
weighing eighty pounds: Ten guns, 75 nep- 
tuues (large round platters of very thin 
brass), 10 yards of ‘‘African check’? (cloth), 
10 yards of American check, 5 ‘Livingstone 
shirts” (!), 5 ‘*regatta shirts,’’ 10 red woolen 
caps. 5 straw bats, 2 gallons of rum, 1 case of 
gin, 10 pounds of tobacco, 50 pipes, 50 gun- 
flints, 10 pounds of gunpowder, 12 lead bars, 
20 brass wires, 20 copper wires, 50 ankle- 
rings, 20 arm-rings, 10 iron bars, 
20 boxes of matches, dD butcher- 
knives, 10 files, 5 rea sashes, 5 belts, 10 bars 
of soap and a fewtrinkets amd toys. Then 
commences the ‘‘taik.’? Here is an oppor- 
tunity for almost intinite permutation. A 
demand is made for five more guns, which is 
promptly refused. Then three guns must be 
returned and their equivalent in some other 
articles passed. Then fifty neptunes must 
be exchanged forsomething else. And soon 
almostad infinitum. Sometimes, after talk- 
ing for two days, the natives will return all 
the goods, shoulder the tusk, and walk one 
burdred miles to another trader from whom 
they think they can get five more pipes! 
When the bargain is consummated, the 
‘bundle’? is taken to the native trader’s 
town, and he, for his commission, retains, 
say, two guns, ten neptunes, and so on 
through all the articles. The remaining 
goods he sends by his slaves to another native 
from whom be received the tusk, living per- 
haps one hundred miles inland. This man 
in turn retains his commission and sends the 
remainder to another still further in the in- 
terior, andsoon. It is estimated that the 
goods pass through from five to ten bands 
before reaching those that first found the 
tusk or killed the elephant; and what does 
receive’ Notatiihe of the original bun- 
dle! 
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BROKEN BONE FEVER. 


A Malady Which Prevails in Most 
Southern States. 
From the Savannah News. 


Dengue, or broken bone fever, also known 
as ‘‘dandy fever,’’ **bucket féver,’’ and *“*bou- 
quet fever,’’ is said to have made its first ap- 
pearance as a malady inthe West Indies in 
1827, at which time it was also communicated 
to the Southern part of the United States. 
The disease, as has peeves been stated, 
received the name ‘‘dengue’’ from the Span- 
iards of the West India Islands, from their 
word dengue, denosing prudery, which ex- 
presses stiffness—a pain in the bones and 
stiffness of the body being the principal 
features of the sickening disease. 

During the past few months reports have 
come from every quarter inthe Southern 
States regarding the prevalence of this 
troublesome but not necessarily fatal dis- 
ease. But few, if auy. deaths have been 
made known from its effects. Nearly every 
citizen of Savannah bad hada touch—som 
light, some severe—of the malady, and no 
one of them can give a definite explanation of 
the tortures of the disease. It has spared no 
one—adults, children, little men, large men, 
black men, white men, colored men, business 
men, sporting men, printers, editors, lawyers, 
everyone being subject to its fond embrace. 

As for a cure or a preventative for the little 
nuisance, we are not prepared to say what is 
good or what is not goodin either case, but 
Jeave the matter to the pbysicians, who, by 
the way, have been reaping a rich harvest 
from the unlucky victims of the disease. Some 

rsons have gone sofar as to say that the fever 
is more Violent on those who have defied it 
before falling into its clutches; but for this 
we cannot vouch. We can say, however, that 
any one, seoner or later, who is among its 
victims, does not wish a second battle in or- 
der to show better fight. Probably for the 


above reason more than anything else—that’ 


is, its severity on those who defy it—we do 
not wish to agitate Mr. Fever, as our ranks 
have already been visited by the merciless 
— and to his majesty we say, ‘‘Fare- 
well.’

Reminiscences of the Drama in India, 
Honolulu, Australia and @ther 
Countries. 


A fPosT-DISPATCH representative this 
afternoon ran across the well-known actor 
Mr. Charles Wheatieigh, at the Lindell, and 
engaged in an interesting little chat with 
him. Mr. Wheatleizgh, who is here asa 


member of the Agnes Robertson troupe and 
as its stage manager, is a very fine 
conversationalist and amused the newspaper 
man considerably with the recital of some 
reminiscences of twenty years ago when he 
traveled through Australia, India and the 
Fejee Islands,producing some of Dion Bouci- 
cault’s plays. 

**Why, in 61 at Honolulu,” said the veteran 
comedian, **the King paid the demurrage oa 
the vessel in order to detain it so that [ could 
play before bimm.’’

Next Tuesday a Legal Holiday. 

Itis not generally understood that next 
Tuesday, election day, is a legal holidav, and 
tbat the Mercbant’s and Cotton Exchanges and 
the banks will then be closed to business. The 
following is the act of the Legislature estab- 
lishing the 2nd of November as a Jegal holi- 
day: 

An act establishing public holidays and de- 
claring the time of maturity of mercantile 
paper falling due on such holiday orona 
Sunday. approved April 28, 1877. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Missouri as follows: 

SECTION 1. The following days, namely, 
the first day of January, the fourth day of 
July, any general State election day, any 
thanksgiving day appointed by the Governor 
of this State ortbe President of the United 
States, and the twenty-fifth day of Decem- 
ber, are hereby declared and established 
public holidays; and when any such holidays 
fall upon Sunday, the Monday next following 
sball be considered such holiday. 

Sec. 2. That for all purposes whatsoever as 
regards the presenting for payment or accept- 
ance, and of the presenting and giving notice 
of tbe dishonor of bills of exchange, bonds, 
promissory notes or other mercantile paper, 
made after the taking effect of this -act, such 
holidays shall be treated and considered the 
same as the first daw of the week, commonly 
called Sunday, and ail balls of exchange, 
bonds, promissory notes or other mercantile 
paper failing due on any such holiday or on 
a Sunday, shall be considered as falling due 
on the next succeeding day, unless such suc- 
ceeding day bea holiday or a Sunday. in 
which case it shat] be considered as falling 
due the day previous. 

SEc. 5. Allacts and parts of acts incon- 
sistent with this act are hereby repealed.

The Trial. 

NEW YORK, October 28.—The proceedings in 
the case Of Kenward Philp, charged with ma- 
jicious libel on Gen. Garfield, attracted a 
large crowd of people to the general term 
room of the Supreme Court this morning.

In his extensive correspond- 
ence with Garfield more than 1,000 letters had 
yassed between them. Witness was 
therefore perfectly familiar with Garfiela’s 
handwriting. Alithograph was handed wit- 
ness and identified by Lim as a copy of a letter 
received by bim in November from Garfield. 
Assistant-Attorney Bell asked counsel for de- 
fense if they bad the original Chinese 
letter. The counsel stated’ they did not pro- 
pose to answer that question at present. The 
photograph of the leiterin a gilt frame was 
banded in by thedefense. Gelt declined tore- 
ceive this aud again called tor the original, in 
order that @ might examine Col. Rockwell in 
regardto it. Counsel for Philp stated the 
Original letter was not in the _ posses- 
sion of their client, but was 
held by Mr. Hart,the publisher of Truth. The 
latter was in court, and was called to the wit- 
ness stand. Hart ssid he had not got the orig- 
inal Morey letter with him. It was inthe 
possession of a friend and he declined to 
give hisname.

CHICAGO, October 28.—The case of LU. S. Su- 
pervisor Fred. Geisler, arrested atthe place of 
registration yesterday by a city policeman, 


was before vudge Drummond, inthe U. 8. Cir- 
cuit Court, this morning. The Judge reserved 
bis decisionasto the fact whether the Su- 
pervisor wasin discharge of his duty when 
urrested unrtil next Saturday when the case 
will be fully argued before 
him.

und to pass judgment onthem. Much interest 
is manifested in the cecision, as it is con- 
sidered a test which will determinethe status 
of the supervisor in thecoming election here.

He was the author 
vta work onthe American Indians, given to 
the world in 1755, which created much atten- 
tion at the time, inasmuch asit undertook to 
prove by comparison of customs and rites, a 
resemblance to the ancient Hebrews, 
and advanced the theory tnat the Indians of 
America were a lost tribe of 


of Governor Dyer, of Kentucky, and belonged 
to whatis known as the Ridge family, in con- 
tradistinction from the Ross faimily ot the 
Cherokees. He was tfe projector of the coun- 
cil, called years ago, to provide for the civili 

zation ot the Indian tripves. Forty tribes be- 
came interested in the proj-ct through his in- 
fluence, ana although the plans recommended 
subsequently failed of ratification by Congress, 
Colonel Adair was afterwardsable to hoid his 
influence overthe tribes so well that not one 
of them has since engaged in hostilities 
aguinst the whites. He was twice married, 
tirst to a Cherokee and next to a Creek. 

Whenthe war of the revellion opened he 
joined the cause of the Confederacy, ana 
passed through a remarkable career as a sol- 
dier, being at the close of hostilities at Briga- 
dier-General by brevet. When peace was de- 
clareo be returned to the Nation and became 
an active member of the Senate or upper 
branch cf their National Council. In 1868 he 
was elected by the Counelj as one of the dele- 
gates i@ Washington updn De¢half ef 
the Nation, ae has | Sver sindA héen 
recognized as at thp head O e Ina; inter.
